COURSE.

Eighteen German, one American, one Rus- 
sian, one English and three Irish students 
attended the opening of the summer course 
for students at University College, Dublin, 
yesterday morning. 

The formal opening ceremony was per- 
formed by Dr. Denis J, Coffey, President of 
the College, and with him were Dr. G. Von 


Dehn, the German Consul-General, and the. 


Rev. Father. Coreoran, 8.,JJ. 

Dr. Coffey apologised for the absence of 
Professor O/Sullivan, the Minister for Educa- 
tion, owing to a prior and pressing engage- 
ment. He extended a hearty welcome to the 
students, and expressed the hope that the 
course would be as satisfactory for them as 
it had been for the students of other years, 
He also hoped that they would find their 
stay in Dublin a pleasant one. In addition 
to the foreign students who would attend the 
lectures, there would be a large number of 
Irish students, and he would be glad to see a 
spirit of fraternity and social association thus 
arise. 

GERMAN CONSUL’S INTEREST. 

Dr. Coffey extended his warmest thanks to 


Dr. Von Dehn for the deep interest he had 


taken in the course of lectures; he had done 
more than anyone for their success. 

The course is designed for all those inte- 
rested in. Literature, History, Education, 
International Law, and Economics, It will 
continue until August 16th next. 

Tours to all the places of interest in the 
city have been arranged for the henefit of 
the students. 

Some of the German students have already 
obtained high degrees in their own country. 
Two of them, Dr. Alphons Janssen, of 
Cassel, and Dr. A. Knoch, of Bonn, already 
have spent some time in this country. Dr, 
Janssen was over here two years ago attend. 
in’ a similar course. 

They have chosen Dublin for this summer 
course because the courses at London and 
Cambridge were “ packed out,” and it was 
their opinion that this mass grouping of 
students did not help very much. 

“THE IRISH ARE FRIENDLY." 

“ Then, again,” said Dr. Janssen, “ 1 came 
here to learn to speak the English language, 
but I would not say that was even my chief 
reason. If you want my real reason, I will 
tell vou. It is this: the English are polite, 
ves; but the Trish are friendly and so nice. 
You can be happy and at home here. 

“Of course. [ am a student of economics 
and I will study the interesting transition 
stage through which this country is_ going 
at present. May be more, I will study the 
people, their manner of living and of acting. 
In our country, Ireland is so far off and we 
never read anything about it ig our papers. 
England we know about. Then I want to 
see your glorious scenery, the magnificent 
Killarney and Jonely Connemara. ” 

Dr. Knoch has an excellent knowledge of 
Old Trish—in fact, his Insh is better than 
hes English.

SLANEY FISHERIES A 
FAILURE. 


At a public conference held in Ovylegate, 
mid-way between Enniscorthy and Wexford, 
Canon Rowe, P.P., who presided, stated that 
there is a considerable amount of distress 
among the people of the district owing to 
two causes. A very large number of local 
people gain their livelihood by net-fishing foi 
salmon on the River Slaney. The net-fishing 
this year has been a failure. The second 
cause is that the men of the district, who, 
when the salmon fishing season ended, used 
to get seasonable employment in a Dublin 
distillery, are now unable to obtain this work 
owing to the reduction of the distillery work. 
The consequent distress, the Chairman said, 
was acute and needed an urgent remedy. 

Alderman R. Corish, T.D.; Mr. O. E. 
Esmeide, T.D., and Mr. Denis Allen, T.D., 
who attended the conference, were met by 
farmers, shopkeepers and fishermen of the 
locality, and many suggestions were dlis- 
cussed to deal with the situation. 

The deputies undertook to approach 
Government Departments in Dublin to assist 
in unemployment schemes.

CROWD MENACES MAN WHO 
STRUCK CHILD. 


At the Enniscorthy District Court, District 
Justice Fahy: recorded a sentence of six 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, 
against Patrick Sinnott, Shannon Hill, Ennis- 
corthy, and bound him over to keep the peace 
for three years on a charge of cruelty to his 
child, Mary Anne Sinnott, aged nine years. 
He suspended the sentence of imprisonment. 

Two young girls’ gave evidence of having 
seen defendant strike the child with a stick 
on the head. The child fell and bled. 

Sergeant Brogan, Civic Guard, stated that 
he found several men holding Sinnott to pre- 
vent him from striking the child again. It was 
a fair day, and there was a big crowd around. 
He arrested Sinnott to save him from a 
‘‘hammering ” by the crowd, several of whom 
shouted ‘‘ Kill him.” The child, who was 
treated by Dr. Murphy, had a slight cut, and 
had since recovered. 

The defendant pleaded guilty. and said that 
it was caused by drink. He had taken the 
pledge. 

His wife pleaded for him, and said that he 
was a good RA HAGAE and father. He never hit 
the child before. 

The Justice said that imprisonment would 
punish the wife and children as much as the 
defendant. He was a. coward to do such a 
brutal and savage thing. If the law allowed 
it, he should be tied to a post and flogged 
with the stick he hit the child with In view 
of the wife’s plea and 


pledge, the Justice said that he would suspend 
the sentence and bind the defendant to the 
peace.

DUBLIN SCHOONER OWNERS’ 
CLAIM. 


In the Admiralty Division, London, pester. 
day, before Mr. Justice Hill, the owners of 
the Dublin motor schooner James Postle- 
thwaite were plaintiffs, claiming damages for 
the sinking of that vessel from the owners of 
the Liverpool steamship J. and J. Monks, 
with which steamer their schooner was in 
collision in Carlingford Lough on the night 
of May 11th last. The master and crew of 
the schooner also claimed for the loss of their 
effects. 

The James Postlethwaite is a wooden 
auxiliary schooner of 134 tons gross, and the 
case was that she was properly at. anchor, 
with her lights burning, some three-quarters 
of a mile from Carlingford when the J. and 
J. Monks was so negligently navigated down 
the lough that she ran right into the James 
Postlethwaite, sinking her in a few minutes. 


The defendant’s steamship is a vessel of 


282 tons gross, and was coming down the 
lough in ballast, bound for Holyhead. On 
her behalf it was alleged that the plaintiffs’ 
schooner was improperly anchored across the 
fairway without proper lights being exhibited, 
and that on a dark night, intensified by the 
mountains on either side of the lough, she 
could not be seen until it was too late to 
avoid a coljision. 

The Judge said that he had come to the 


conclusion that plaintiffs had failed to prove 
that their light was burning at the time of 
collision. He gave judgment for - de-

LIBERTY TO STATE DEATH. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

r. Roe (iinstructed essrs. Hayes 
and Son) applied on behalf of Mr. John 
Walsh, of Newtown Park, Blackrock, County 
Dublin, for liberty to apply for a grant of 
letters of administration of the personal 
estate of his brother, Denis Walsh, as in the 
case of intestacy, and to state his death, not 
positively, but to the best of his ability, 

In support of his application, counsel 
referred to a number 4 affidavits, from 
which it appeared that Mr. Denis Walsh, 
who was a bachelor carrying on a small 
grocery business at Newtown Park, left his 
residence on 27th March, 1922, and had not 
since been heard of. His disappearance was 
reported to the police, who endeavoured to 
locate him, but without result, 

In October, 1922, the body of a man was 
washed up by the tide and was found on the 
seashore at Dalkey. Mr. John Walsh viewed 
the body, but the features were not recog- 
nisable and he was unable to identify it as 
that of his brother. The body was partly 
clothed, and, in the hope of obtaining a clue, 
he cut off a small portion of the clothing 
and wrote to a pel a firm of tailors for a 
pattern of the material last supplied to his 
brother. He received a pattern and believed 
that it and the portion of the material cut 
from the clothing of the body of the dead 
man were identical in design and texture, 
and on comparing them he became convinced 
that the dead body was that of his brother. 
A Blackrock tailor of twenty years’ experi- 
ence had carefully examined the two pieces 
of cloth and was of opinion that they were 
identical in design and texture. He stated 
that to the best of his knowledge and belief 
they formed part of the same piece of 
material, having been cut from the same roll. 

No will of the missing man had been found. 
His assets were stated to be £193 As. on 
current account in the Blackrock branch of 
the Ulster Bank, £28 in cash, and a small 
stock-in-trade, possibly worth about £10. 
Mr. Justice O’Byrne gave the applicant 
liberty to state the death of Mr. Denis 
Walsh to the best of his belief, and to apply 
for a grant of letters of administration under 
the 78th Section of the Probate Act.

CLAIM BY A BANK. 


(BEFORE MRA. JUSTICE 0 BYRNE.) 
In the case of the Munster and Leinster 


Bank, Ltd., v. Cornelius Crowley, Timothy 
Crowley and William O’Donnell, merchants, 
of 6 and 7 Upper Sackville street, Dublin, 
The plaintifis claimed from the defendants 
£4357 10s., in respect of five months’ rent of 
all the shops and ground floors, portion of 
the houses and premises, known as 6 and 7 
Upper Sackville street, and also the base- 
ment under the shop of No. 7 Upper Sack- 
ville street; which rents, it was alleged, were 
due from the defendanis to the plaintiffs 
under an agreement, in writing, dated 28th 
March, 1919, made between Joseph Donnelly 
and Owen Hutchinson Donnelly, of the one 
part, and the defendants of the other part, 
at the annual rent of £1,050, payable in 
advance by twelve equal monthly payments 
on the first day of each month. The 
premises, it was stated, were assigned to the 
plaintiffs by Joseph Donnelly, by indenture 
of mortgage, dated 10th May, 1918. There 
was first a lease of the premises mentioned, 
and then a mortgage to the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by 
Messrs. Maxwell, Weldon and Co.) appeared 
for the plaintiffs; and Mr. M. Maguire, K.C. 
(instructed by Messrs. James 8. Burke and 
Co.), for the defendants. 

Mr. Maguire contended that the claim 
could not be sustained, as no notice of the 
demand had been given to the defendants.

Miss Statia Delane, 50a Harcourt street, 
Dublin, and Mrs. Ryan, 12 Lower Camden 
street, Dublin, claimed possession of the 
dwelling-house, shop and premises 49 Harcourt 
street, a well-known tobacconist establish- 
ment, the defendants being Bernard Lapedus, 
tobacconist, 49 Harcourt street, and Simon 
Lapedus, insurance agent, 38 Bloomfield 
avenue.

ACQUITTED.

SEQUEL TO KINGSBRIDGE 


FATAL ACCIDENT, 


4 SREFORE syGe OLesson., 

Basil Eyston, an English driver of a racing 
motor car, pleaded not guilty to having 
feloniously killed one Patrick Devine at 
Kingsbridge on July 11th, 1929. 

Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. 
Joseph O’Connor, K.C., and Mr. 
(instructed by Messrs. G. Byrne and Co.) 
defended. Mr. Joyce appeared for the repre- 
sentatives of the dead boy. 

James Furlong said that he was in a pouy 
cart with Devine, and while crossing Kings- 
bridge Eyston came in the opposite direction 
from Phenix Park, struck the pony cart 
with his motor car, threw witness on to the 
roadway and the boy, Devine, across the 
parapet of the bridge into the Liffey. 

Examined by Mr. O’Connor, witness said 
that the roadway was wet at the time. and 
the motor swerved, 

Sergeant Sheppard said that the accused 
man when taken into custody said that he 
had no statement to make until he: had seen 
counsel. 

Sergeant Naughton gave evidence of the 
measurements of the road at the place of the 
accident. From kerb to kerb the road 
measured twenty-one feet seven inches, and 
from parapet to parapet thirty-four feet six 
inches. The height of the parapet over which 
the young lad had been thrown into the river 
was three feet one inch. 

Cross-examined—The accused man said that 
the car had skidded for seven or eight yards 
after getting on to the wet surface of the 
roadway. Mr, Eyston pointed out the greasy 
condition of the road, and witness agreed 
that the road was very slippery. . Before 
coming to the wet surface the tracks made by 
the car were on the proper side fo the road. 


ACCUSED MAN’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Eyston, in evidence, said that he took 
an interest in motor racing from a purely 
amateur point of view. The car which he 
drove was a Bugatti, and was an ordinary 
motoring car. He had been racing in the 
Park that morning and was returning from 
practice. On coming on to the bridge he 
changed down from top gear into second. 
When the car came on to the watered portion 
of the bridge it got into a skid, and he did 
his utmost to control it by locking the wheels 
over in one direction and then in another. 

Owing to the narrowness of the bridge and 
the nearness of the ponv cart he was unable 
to avoid the accident. The right-hand mud- 
guard of his car struck the pony cart a 
glancing blow. The cart had heen slightly 
damaged. but the driver was uninjured. The 
witness had no knowledge that the unfor- 
tunate hoy had been knocked over the bridge, 
so he drove the car to the end of the bridge 
and sought a Guard. 

Examined by Mr. Rice. the witness said 
that he considered that the speed at which 
he had been travelling—fifteen miles per hour 
—was reasonable on a dry road such as they 
thought it was until they came suddelny on 
the wet portion. It would only add to the 
danger of the position to apply the brakes 
while the car was in a skid. Witness was a 
skilled driver, with eight years’ experience. 

Mr. George Phillips. who accompanied Mr. 
Eyston in the car on the occasion in question, 
was examined in support of the motorist’s 
story of. the occurrence. The car, he said, 
was coming under fifteen miles per hour 
when it approached the corner of the bridge. 
It was quite impossible to know how greasy 
the bridge was. Witness was an expert 
motorist, and gave it as his opinion that 
about the worst thing to do when the car 
skidded was to apply the brakes, for that 
would have the effect. of making the tail of 
the car swing round and accentuate the skid. 
The best thing to do was to correct the skid 
as well as one could and to avoid touching 
the brakes. The road was very much more 
greasy than anyone could reasonably have 
anticipated. Mr, Eyston drove very carefully, 

Mr. Rice, cross-examining—This car 
skidded anything from twenty-five to thirty- 
five feet, and yet at the end of that skid it 
had .enough momentum to throw this boy 
out of the cart over the parapet of the bridge. 


HEAVY MOTOR; LIGHT CART. 

Witness—The cart was extremely light, and 
the car was exiremely heavy. 

Mr. Papworth, who occupied a seat in the 
back of the accused man’s car, said that, 
had there been a little more room, the ac- 
cused man would have rectified the skid. 
The car was just coming out of the skid when 
it struck the cart. 

Mr, Rice—Would you say that if the car 
were travelling at seven or eight miles an 
hour the skid would never have carried it 
into contact with this cart? 

Witness—I could not say. 

The evidence closed. 

Judge Gleeson, in summing up, told the 
jury that they would want to be extremely 
careful in dealing with the evidence. His 
own view, which he expressed with defer- 
ence, was that the facts did not disclose the 
commission of the offence charged against 
the accused man. 

The jury found the prisoner “ Not guilty,” 

ding a rider expressing sympathy with the 
relatives of the deceased boy. 

Mr. Eyston was then discharged, 


SEDITION CHARGE. 


When Mrs. MacBride appeared on a charge 
of sedition, 

Mr. Alec Lynn, Barrister-at-Law, defend 
ing, applied to have the case transferred to 
the Central Criminal Court, under Section 54 
of the Courts of Justice Act, 1924. 

Judge Gleeson said that the only observa- 
tion he would make was that the accused 
woman was charged with sedition, and, if 
convicted, he could sentence her to two years’ 
unprisonment, She was, therefore, under the 
section of the Act entitled to elect to be 
tried at the Central Criminal Court. 

In granting the application, he asked for 
the bail bonds, and when they were produced 
it was found that the defendant was bound 
to appear at the Circuit Criminal Court. 

The Judge said that in that case a* new 
bond was necessary, and if the application 
were to be granted, Mrs. MacBride must enter 
into a new bond to appear at the next sit- 
ting of the Central Criminal Court. 

Mrs. MacBride then acknowledged herself 
bound in £100 to Saorstat Eireann to 
take her trial at the Cenige! Criminal Court 
or any adjournment therehf, 

Mrs. Despard, her suréty, did likewise.

CYCLIST’S CLAIM DISMISSED.

Christopher Darcey, labourer, of Westmore- 
land Park, Ranelagh, claimed £200 damages 
from Mrs. Nora Jones, of Upper Hollybank 
avenue, Ranelagh, for persopal injuries 
which he alleged he sustained by reason of 
the negligent driving of a motor car by the 
defendant or her husband on the 26th 
February, 1928, at the junction of Marl- 
borough road and Morehampton road.

Of the 
sum claimed £150 was for loss of wages, the 
balance being. made up of hospital charges 
and medical attendance. 

Mr. J. A. Jones, who was at the wheel on 
the occasion, stated that he had slowed down 
preparing to turning the corner when the 
plaintiff, who was pedalling fast, ran into 
the motor car. 

The Judge said that the evidence was con- 
flicting, but he had come to the conclusion 
that the plaintiff by his negligence was the 
cause of the accident, and therefore the case 
was dismissed. 

Mr. T. G. Burke (instructed by Mr. J. J. 
Shiel) appeared for the plaintiff; Mr. 
McGonigal (instructed by Mr. L. J. O'Neill) 
was for the defendant.

VACANCIES IN THE LEGAL 
HUNDRED.

The Representative Session of the Wesleyan 
Methodist Conference at Plymouth closed at 
a late hour on Tuesday evening, and the 
Ministerial Session began its meetings on 
Wednesday, the Rev. Dr. Lofthouse pre- 
siding.

The following were elected to fill the 
vacancies :—The Rev. James Irvine, of South- 
port; Alfred Whitham, of Edinburgh; John 
Watts, Chairman of Plymouth District, and 
James Alexander Findlay, of Didsbury Col- 
lege, Manchester. 

The Rev. Dr. Workman, Principal, West- 
minster College, London, was designated for 
election as President in 1930. The Rev. 
Charles Ryder Smith, of Richmond College, 
London, received so large a vote that his 
election a year later is practically assured. 

The Rev. R. Lee-Cole, of ublin, was 
appointed to represent Ireland on the New 
Hymn Book Committee. 

Seventy-six young men who had compieted 
their seven years of training and probation 
were received as ministers in full connection 
with the conference. 126 candidates offered 
themselves for the rank of the Ministry, of 
whom 82 were received by the conference.

LAWN TENNIS. 


THE QUESTION OF 
TACTICS. 


IMPORTANT POINTS WHICH 
WIN SINGLES MATCHES, 


. 
» 


(BY J. B. GILBERT.) 


In the broad sense, tactics may be classified 
into three groups—(1) all court, (2) volleying, 
and (3) base-line methods. In this article | 
shall deal with the singles game only. 

The first group, of course, covers by far 
the largest held, and is the style which is 
capable of far higher development than the 
other two, which have definite limitations. 

The second group is seldom seen now in 
better-class tennis. It is almost impossible to 
win through a match by volleying alone, un- 
less playing against an opponent who is in a 
lower class than oneself. Even Jean Borotra. 
who adopted these tactics when he came to 
the fore, and who is certainly the most active 
man the game has ever known, has been com- 
pelled to develop his ground strokes to lay 
the foundations for his volleying campaign. © 
_ But the base-line style has the merit that 
it will frequently win matches against players 
in groups 1 and 2, who appear to be better 
equipped with strokes. 

I will confine my remarks, however, to No. 
1 group, as this is, to my mind. the only 
method which will take one anywhere near the 
Lop of the tree. 


ACCURACY OR STRENGTH. 


In the first place, I am not a believer tn 
persistent hard hitting if it is at the expense 
of accuracy. It is far better to he able to 
put the ball within two or three feet of the 
spot aimed at, even if the speed is only me- 
derate. Again, if one hits consistently hard 
throughout. the opening stages of a rally. it 
means the loss of that little extra speed 
which is so helpful in pressing home the ad. 
vantage obtained by maneuvring one’s oppo 
nent out of position. . 

A very important point in tennis tactics jc 
length. Normally, good length means 
the hall is placed to within two or three feed 
of the hase-line. and this is eorrect wr he n the 
player who has to reinrn the ball is at fhe 
back of the court or the ball is not within his 
reach. 

I would go much further than this and «av 
that a shot may he of good length if it drops 
anywhere in court—dependent, of course. on 
the position of one’s opponent. For example. 
it is a little more than nseless to drive a frill. 
length ball at a good yolleyer coming into th 
net: whereas a slow shot. 
ball drop at his feet. will often put him in 
difficulties and force him to make a weak re. 
turn. from which it mav he possible either to 
nass him at the net or else toss 
head and oneself take up an attacking posi- 
tion at the net.

ANTICIPATION. 


Clood length. then.

Having 
settled on what stroke to attempt, concentrate 
absolutely on that stroke, and do not try to 
keep ‘“‘half an eye” other man, as 
this merely detracts from the accuracy of the

It is almost always fatal to alter a decisfon 
at the last minute, especially if the intention 
was to play a fast shot low over the net wit] 
idea of passing the opponent 
who has taken up an attacking 
position close in. De not forget 
that he will he uncertain whether the ball is 
going to be played across the 
straight down the hne. 

He may anticipate a number of 
and make winners from them. But do 
get discouraged. The odds are in 
favour, because you know what you are going 
to do and your opponent 1s only guessing 
increase his uneertainty by occasionally toss 
ing the ball over his head well to the back 
of the court.

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IMPORTANT FOOTWORK. 


The ability to conceal the direction of your 
shot until the last second is a feature of the 
game which should be cultivated as much as 
possible. jt really resolves itself into a 
matter of footwork. If the feet are placed 
correctly, it is only a question of striking 
the hall a little earlier or later in the course 
of the swing to bring about the desired 
direction. 

There is a great diversity of opinion as to 
what is the correct position for the feet, but, 
no matter what particular style 1s taken for a 
model, one should always endeavour to ad- 
just one’s stride so that the feet fall naturally 
into the desired position for making the 
stroke. It is disastrous to have to shuffle 
them about at the last second, just when all 
attention should be concentrated on the 
stroke. Also, it is well to remember that a 
little more quickness off the mark will allow 
extra time to steady up for the stroke itself. 

It is quite exceptional, of course, to be able 
to make a winning shot with the service or 
in teturning an opponent’s service unless 
through a mistake on his part. It is neces- 
sary, therefore, to think out some plan of 
campaign with the ultimate object of gaining 
an attacking position at the net; but it is a 
great mistake to go to the net before a 
sufficiently good opening has been made. 


COAX YOUR OPPONENT. 


Endeavour to work your opponent step by 
step a little further out of court with each 
shot, until you are fairly certain of being 
able to get a fast shot to the base-line. In 
my opinion, after the opponent has been 
coaxed out of position, the best shot to go 
to the net on is one parallel with the side 
lines of the court, and pitching as near the 
base-line as possible. This makes the angle 
through which the ball might be returned 
much less than if the ball had been driven 
across the court and is taken by your op- 
ponent well outside the side line. 

This seems very simply in theory, but in 
practice the epponent will be endeavouring 
to do the same thing; so you must always 
be on the alert lest he gets the opening shot 
in first. If this should happen and you are 
not actually beaten by it, take your courage 
in both hands and go all out for a passing 
shot, or else toss up a lob well to the back 
of the court. The maneuvring process will 
then begin again. 


TEMPERATE SERVES. 


With regard to serving: it is absolutely 
essential to make the ball strike the ground 
as near to the service line as possible. Any- 
thing more thana yard short of thisis usually 
courting disaster. An easy action should be 
cultivated and, if possible, a swerving or 
kicking service should be developed. 

Do not waste energy in trying to send the 
first service over kkke a cannon ball. As | 
said before, it is exceptional to make winners 
consistently with the service, and it will 
probably pay better to conserve that wasted 
energy for other purposes. However fast a 
service is, it should be possible in a single 
to steer the return back into court out of 
danger. 

Try not to let the second service be an 
over-the-net-at-any-price sort of thing. There 
are sure to be days when, for some reason 
or other, the first service will not work and 
one’s second will have to be called upon. If it 
is of this type, it will be somewhat expen- 
sive. 

There is a vast difference in the way the 
second service is played in this country from 
that on the Continent. Quite a number of 
the better of the Continental players seem to 
hit the second service harder than the first 
but with much more cut on it, which appears 
to drag it down into court with uncanny 
certainty. 

And now one final word. If you are 
feeling ‘‘dead to the world” during a 
strenuous match, try not to shéw it, especi- 
ally to your opponent. He is probably just 
as done up as you are. Give him the im- 
pression that you can go on for ever. It will 
very likely induce him to “ press."’

THE COSTUMES. 

_ The work of organising this pageant parade 
is under the able control of Mr. H. Bailey, 
hon. director of pageantry, and Mr. Seumas 
MacCall, the historical adviser to the Civic 
Week Committee, and the labour involved can 
easily be realised from the fact that more 
than 400 costumes have to be made for it.

THE SIEGE OF CLONMEL. 

The big spectacular feature of the tattoo 
will be the representation of the Siege of 
Clonmel. Cromwell laid siege to Clonmel for 
some time without success, and then con- 
centrated his guns ov the walls, and suc- 
ceeded in making a Weach. He prepared for 
a big assault on the following morning. 
During the night, however, the soldiers and 
citizens of the town repaired the breach in 
a novel and strategic manner by building a 
high-walled Jane inside the breach. At the 
open end of the lane inside they placed their 
When Cromwell's soldiers 
stormed the breach next morning they found 
themselves inside this walled lane. Thousands 
had penetrated before they realised the trap. 
but thev could not get out with the weight 
of the other soldiers pushing from behind. 
The two guns were turned on them with 
terrible effect, while the Irish soldiers manned 
the walls of the lane and added to the 
slaughter. 

The Irish soldiers then decided to evacuate 
Clonmel, and the Mayor arranged a surrender 
on very advantageous terms with Cromwell, 
who. apparently thought that the Irish Army 
would be surrendered with the town. Despite 
his chagrin when he found that the Irish 
soldiers had already evacuated the town 
Cromwell kept. the terms of bis treaty. 

THE HISTORY OF DUBLIN. 

It is to be noted that there will be no 
pageant in the College Park during the 
coming Civic Week. as there was in 1927.

Coleraine, with which the Society has had 
unbroken connection for over three hundred 
years, has a stirring history.

It is believed that 
á worship has been conducted for almost 
fteen hundred years on the spot where still 
stands St. Patrick's Church, founded by the 
great Irish saint. History also tells that 
Saint Columba in the fifth century set sail 
from Coleraine on his last voyage to Iona. 
At a later period citizens of the town took 
a in the historic defence of Detry City. 

he original charter of the town was granted 
by King James I. in 1613, and for over two 
hundred years the town was governed by 
mayor, aldérman and burgesses under its 
provisions, until it lapsed on the passing of 
the Municipal Cornorations Act in 1840 

RESTORED TO BOROUGH STATUS. 

In January last Coleraine was restored to 
borough status, Many years ago Coleraine’s 
mayoral chain was stolen, and a worthless 
substitute jeft bv the thief or thieves. Later 
on,. James Matthews, a former Mayor, pre- 
sented a chain which has been in use until 
the present day. 

The Irish Society’s gift has given much 
satisfaction to the townspeople. Alderman 
Christie entertained at dinner over one 
hundred guests, including the members of the 
Honourable the Irish Society. and Sir Dawson 
ates, Minister of Home Affairs, Northern 
Ireland.

THE REFORMATION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srn,—The charge of superiority of which 
Father Ronan accuses me [I admit. Tradi- 
tion, habit, actual cónseiousness of the fact— 
all three support the charge. My contention 
is the superiority of the Church of Ireland 
io the Chureh of which Father Ronan 1s so 
Joyal a member. I think that ‘‘ Catholics in 
general” are ‘‘very ignorant of history and 
»specially of that ofthe early Irish Church. ' 
The first words of Father Ronan s “ The 
Reformation in Dublin, 1536-1558,”’ are: 

Whatever work has been done on this 
period is practically confined to Protestant 
historians.’ Is not that an admission on 
Father Ronan’s part that, until his book was 
published in 1926, not merely Catholies in 
general, but even Roman Catholic historians, 
were ignorant of the Irish ecclesiastical 
history of the sixteenth century? For an 
estimate of the value of Father Ronan’s work 
ou the Reformation in Dublin any of your 
readers can read Dr. Lawlor's review of his 
book in the Mnglish Historical Review (1927, 
p. 614). It is for a competent historian to 
estimate the worth of an historical writing, 
and Dr. Lawlor is severe on Father Ronan 
for faithfully following Mant’s “ History of 
the Church of Ireland,’ without mentioning 
Mant as his authority. For examnle, Father 
Renan, following’ Mant, quotes from the 
Harris MSS. in a way that was correct in 
Mant’s day, but is no longer correct, as if 
these MSS. were still in the Roya! Dublin 
Society, whereas for thirty or forty vears 
these MSS. have been in the National 
Library. On the title page of his book 
Father Ronan professes to write from origina! 
sources, yet in places hé faithfully follows 
Mant, transcribes Mant’s mistakes, and makes 
incorrect what was correct in Mant’s day. 
Yet 1 welcome Father Ronan’s writings on 
history. The way to get at the truth about 
the Reformation, or any other movement, is 
to read and write and tolerate criticism. 

As to Father Ronan’s failure to notice in 
addresses of Protestant preachers advice to 
their congregations to aequaint. themselves 
with the facts of Irish ecclesiastical history, I 
agree with him in holding that a knowledge 
of these facts is altogether desirable. “ Any 
Protestant preacher will find Father Ronan’s 
bibliography a helpful guide to the literature 
of the period, and his appendices, showing 
the extent of the broad acres of Irish land 
ener by the Religious Houses in the 
nocese of Dublin at the time of their sup- 
pression, are quite valuable. They show the 
part land hunger played in the changes that 
took place in the sixteenth century. The 
Primate’s address to the General Synod in 
May has appedred in the Jrish Times. In 
that address the Primate commended Rev. 
J. L. G. Meissner’s ‘‘The Celtic Church in 
England After the Synod of Whitby,” a 
recent work by one of the younger clergy 
of the Church of Lreland. In to-day’s friu 
Times Father Ronan can read the Primate s 
sermon at the dedicatoin of a new peal of 
bells in Derry’s historic Cathedral. 

As for Father Ronan’s statements, that 
“Catholic historians and controversialists are 
ever so much better acquainted with their 
opponents’ points of view than Protestants 
are with Catholic doctrine and history,’ and 
that “‘half the time spent by a Catholic 
ecclesiastic in the schools of history, philo- 
sophy and dogma is devoted to the con- 
sideration of his opponents’ views,’ Dr. 
Salmon wrote in the Zrish 7'imes, October 
Slst, 1900: “Every learned clergyman, 
especially if he engages in controversy, must 
have in his library many books with which 
he does not agree. 1 have in my own library 
a large collection of Roman Catholic works; 
for | have always thought it a good rule not 
to ke satisfied with shrieking at opinions 
with with we disagree, but to strive to know 
the best things that can be said in the's 
defence, and grapple honestly with them. ' 
It was only yesterday I picked up five 
volumes on Catholic moral theology. A large 
number of my books are by Roman Catholic 
writers; and I was glad to see that in the 
Catholic Emancipation Centenary Record 
Father Ronan, as editor, admitted the 
picture of William of Orange leading his 
troops across the Boyne after the death of 
his general. Schomberg. The picture re. 
minded me of my namesake in the Tir-na-oge. 

I called attention to Dr. Newport J. D. 
White’s translation into English of St. 
Patrick's genuine writings, because the 
translation is scholarly, and its price puts it 
within everybody’s teach. If Father Ronan 
ean tell me of an equally scholarly and 
equally cheap translation into English of St. 
Patrick's genuine writings by an Irish 
Roman Catholic Doctor of Divinity I will 
recommend it. IT would be glad if Father 
Ronan would name his half-dozen books by 
‘Catholic ” writers on St. Patrick, or better 
still. as books are expensive, teil his look- 
seller to send me copies. I will read them 
with pleasure. 

As to the Emancipation Addresses, | hope 
they will be published in authoritative form 
by the Literary Committee. I am hoping to 
see a reply to them published. They 
challenge the position of the Church of Ire- 
land, and, as Burke said, “ challenges are 
serious things.’ In due course we shall take 
up the challenge of the Emancipation Cen- 
tenary addresses. Jt is a fair challenge, and 
we would not be worth our salt to let it lie 
undefended. As for Father Gogarty’s reply 
to Dr. Lawlor, “one at a time, gentlemen.” 
All in’ due course. I shall keep Father 
Gogarty in mind, too. 

Now for the countless numbers who changed 
their communion in the sixteenth century, 
and are changing it in America still. 1 wrote 
‘in Europe, in England and in Ireland. 
Father Ronan asks for the Irish evidence. 
My predecessor, Sir Peter Lewis, and his 
congregation in St. Catherine's Church, 
Thomas street, Dublin, supply a case in point. 
He was a member of the eougregation of 5t. 
Victor in the Abbey of St. Thomas the 
Martyr. He conformed in the sixteenth cen- 
tury, and was appointed the first Vicar of 
St. Catherine's. I am the thirty-second 
Vicar. Sir Peter Lewis, ordained by the pre- 
Reformation bishops, conformed, carried on 
public worship in St. Catherine s, and we 
are carrying on atill. Priest and people 
passed, in St. Catherine's — Chureh, from 
using the Latin unrefermed Service to using 
the English reformed Service. Fortunately 
for St. Catherine's, the documentary evi- 
dence for our pre-Reformation, Reformation 
and post-Reformation history has been well 
preserved. i 

I am glad of Father Ronan’s reference to 
the /rish Heelesiastical Record of 1872 and 
1901: but why does he not refer to the 
articles in 1902, where Father M. F. Shinnors, 
O.M.J., writes a series of articles, after his 
return from a mission in America, on the 
millions of Irish Roman Catholics who quit 
the Roman Catholic Church in America? He 
savs:—‘‘It is very hard to give even an 
approximate guess at the number of these 
deserters, but it is, alas! too evident that 
they may be counted by the million.” He 
says that loss of language and loss of faith 
go together. He calls the leakage great and 
deplorable. Here are some of his vigorous 
words :—‘‘ From Cardinal Gibbons, from 
Archbishop Corrigan, from Archbishop Ryan, 
from every American ecclesiastic that takes 
an interest in our Catholic nation, comes the 
constant cry to the Irish Hierarchy and 
clergy: Stop the tide of emigration. Save 
your flocks from the American wolf. Sacrifice 
not your faithful children to Moloch. For 
your people America is the road to hell,’’—

RECEIPT STAMPS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TUE TRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I am directed by the Revenue Com: 
missioners to draw your attention to an 
erroneous statement contained in the second 

aragraph of the letter, headed '' Receipt 
stamps,’ and signed ‘‘T. Jeffrey,’ which 
appears in to-day s issue of the Jrish Times. 
There is no provision in law under which 
merchants or shopkeepers are relieved of the 
obligation of stamping a receipt furnished 
for a payment of £2 or upwards. Section 
105 of the Stamp Act, 1891, provides that 
if any person (1) gives a receipt lable to 
duty and not duty stamped, or (2) in any 
ease where a receipt would be liable to duty 
refuses to give a receipt duly stamped, or (ó) 
upon a payment to the amount of £2 or 
upwards gives a receipt for a sum not 
amounting to £2, or separates or divides the 
amount paid with intent to evade duty, such 
person shall incur a fine of £10. The words, 
‘duly stamped,’’ in this section mean bear- 
ing a 2d. stamp. 

Section 101 (1) of the said Act provides 
that the expression, “' 
note, memorandum or writing whereby any 
money amounting to £2 or upwards, or any 
bill of exchange or promissory note for money 
amounting to £2 or-upwards, is acknowledged 
or expressed to have heen received or 
deposited or paid, or whereby any debt or 
demand, or any part of a debt or demand, of 
the amount of £2 or upwards is acknowledged 
to have been settled, satisfied or discharged, 
or which signifies or imports any such 
acknowledgment, and whether the same 1s or 
is not signed with the name of any person. 

With regard to the matter referred to in 
the first paragraph of the letter, I am 
directed to point out that the only recent 
alteration in the law governing the stamp 
ing of receipts has been that effected by 
Section 36 of the Finance Act, 1926, which 
added to the exemptions under the heading, 
“ Receipt,’ in the Stamp Act, 1891, an 
exemption in favour of receipts given in 
respect of wages, salary, superannuation 
allowance or like remuneration where the 
amount paid was less than £5. 

The Revenue Commissioners consider it 
interests of the 
Revenue and of the trading community, that 
the information contained in the second para- 
graph of this letter should receive prominence

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NAVAL COURT-MARTIAL AT 
PORTSMOUTH. 


OFFICER FOUND GUILTY 
ON TWO CHARGES.

At a naval court-martial at Portsmouth 
Dockyard yesterday, arising out of the loss 
ef Submarine H 47, in collision with Sub- 
marine L, 12 in the Irish Sea on July Mh, 
lieutenant Claud Stanley Griffiths Keen was 
found guilty on two charges, and ordered to 
be dismissed his ship, H.M.S, Dolphin, and 
to be severely reprimanded. The charges 
were that he did negligently or by default 
hazard Submarine L 12, and that, when 
acting as officer of the watch of L 12, he 
handled that ship in such a manner as to 
cause a collision with H 47. 

The Deputy Judge Advocate read 
the circumstantial etter giving in 
general the events leading up to 
the collision. This stated that Lieutenant 
Keen went on the bridge of L 12 to take 
over officer of the watch duties from Sub- 
Lieutenant Wise, who drew his attention to 
H 47, and remarked that if the present course 
and speeds were maintained L 12 would have 
to make an alteration of course. Lieutenant 
Keen decided alteration was necessary, and 
passed a message to the messenger on duty in 
the control room :—‘‘ Tell the captain H 47 
is trying to cross our bows,’’ This message 
was, for reasons unknown, never delivered. 
When H 47 was four cables distant Lieu- 
tenant Keen decided to alter the course to 
starboard, withcut considering that it was

traveller!” If you walk three miles, the 
Irishman will consider you have done a 
good day’s work. If you walk from ten 
to twenty, he is far too polite to tell you 
his own opinion of your sanity. 

Romance comes easily to the tip of the 
Irishman’s tongue, I thought, as I bumped 
along in the blacksmith’s lorry from the 
Caherciveen and Valentia cross-roads to 
Waterville. That eight miles of road has 
nothing to recommend it to motorist or 
pedestrian. The surface is stony, the view 
unvarying ; you wind on through miles of 
boggy country, a haunt of desolation, 
with only peat and cotton-grass, cotton- 
grass and peat. Weary of this scene, and 
anxious to get on to Coomakista, I had 
stopped the car and begged for a lift on 
the sacks behind, but the blacksmith 
insisted that I share the front seat with 
himself and a woman. She shifted with 
ready courtesy to give me the middle seat, 
and only when we drew up at her cross- 
roads. did I discover that she had 
travelled six miles seated on air, wedged 
between my right hip and the edge of the 
lorry. That front seat was made for two 
and ended abruptly. 

Meanwhile, my benefactor, unshaven, 
cheerful, with a  loose-featured face, 
humorous blue eyes and a stammer like a 
hiccough, entertained me with stories ful] 
of local colour, stories grave and gay, 
stories religious and secular. He told me 
tales of smugglers and of Spanish 
fighting men, of spells and giants and of 
treasure buried on the hills to which he 
pointed. Nor did he enter this realm of 
fairyland with any explanation, or by 
any slow degrees. It seemed to be his 
natural element, and he spoke of these 
things as an English driver would be 
telling you where the cross-roads lead, and 
what was the distance to the nearest town. 
He told me of St. Finan and the Skellig 
rocks, and how they left him, on a day 
of pleasure, there; and on that day they 
had baptised a child and Saint Finan had 
stood sponsor. Returning, after seven 


years, they found him just awakened from 


five minutes’ sleep. Only the presence 
of that seven-year-old child could bring 
him proof of what they told him when 
they named the passing of the seven years. 
To this day you may see on the Skellig 
rock two dents in the stone where his 
knees had pressed in praying. 


THE TAILOR OF DERRIANA. 


What with the jolting of the car and 
the rattle of its load of machinery and 
tools, and the intermittent hiccough of the 
blacksmith, and the broadness of his 
speech, I had great difficulty in following 
his stories. Much of that story of Saint 
Finan. is, doubtless, lost to me for ever; 
but, like so many things that are half 
expressed or dimly apprehended, they 
gain, perhaps, in charm from their very 
incompleteness. [I shall never cease to 
regret that I did not travel longer with 
the smith of Knocknacusha. The only 
= I heard from beginning to end was 
this. 

‘‘Did you ever hear the story of the 
tailor of Derriana? He would be after 
going to sea in a boat of people, and the 
boat. was overturned and all the folk were 
drowning, and the tailor called out: 
‘Shure but what will Derriana do with- 
out a tailor?’’’ His face spread out in 
all directions as he told this story. 
Crow’s-feet gathered round his eyes and 
he laughed like some great schoolboy ; 
and all the time I was expecting some 
further point to the story of the 
drowning tailor, but I can assure you 
there was none. 

Meanwhile we had come to Waterville, 
with its crescent of hotels and villas 
fronting the bay. Wishing to travel the 
next eight miles at leisure, I said good-bye 
to my friend and his rattling lorry. “If 


' you ever come to Knocknacusha,’’ said he, 


*‘ ask for the smith.’’ “I will, indeed,” 
said I, “but didn’t you tell me you are 
driving over the country all the days with 
your machinery?’’ ‘‘ Ah, but I’ll be at 
home when you call in,” he assured me. 
** It’s a pity you can’t ride on to Kenmare 
with me, and I would tell you all the 
stories of the country. Wait a minute 
now, did you hear the tale of Father 
Ballaghbeema? There was a man in his 
parish would be. drinking terribly, 
drinking all the time, Daniel O’Grady 


| he was. And one evening Father 
Ballaghbeema comes into a public-house 
and finds Daniel drinking hard. And he 
reasons with him: ‘Come out of this, 
Daniel; you've had enough.’ But Daniel 
went on drinking. Then Father Ballagh- 
beema, he says: ‘Come then I'll drink you 
man to man, glass for glass.” A great 
powerful man was the Father, with a 
thick neck on him you could not be 
breaking. There was one drink after 
another drunk, and all the time Father 
Ballaghbeema emptied his glass and kept 
him company. At last Daniel he couldn’t 
bear it any longer, and he put down his 
glass. ‘Shure the devil is in it,’ he says, 
and I can’t say “No” to you.’ And from 
that day Daniel never touched a drop.” 


A BEAUTY SPOT. 


With that the smith of Knocknacusha 
put his car in gear; there was one awful 
convulsion—half an explosion—a volley of 
loose stones, and the lorry was away, 
rattling up the coast road leading to Ken- 
mare. Lunching in a field behind Water- 
ville, I could look across Lake Currane 
into the heart of blue mountains and 
clouds. On one island in the lake stands 
the ruined church of an ancient hermit, 
and another islet is now the haunt of 
breeding terns; but more impelling than 
search for any nest or ancient hermitage 
was the quiet contemplation of those blue 
shadows in the mountains—blue atmos- 
phere, I might have said; for, indeed, the 
air itself is blue in Ireland. Presently 
I shouldered my pack and shook from my 
feet the dust of Waterville, or rather 
kicked it up in all directions as I took the 
upward road to Coomakista Pass. 

Coomakista is a beauty spot, sought 
and remembered by many a traveller, 
belauded with adjectives by every guide- 
book and not the less beautiful for that. 
But the sea was sullen on that afternoon 
and the sky was grey. Moreover, it has 
always seemed to me that beauty spots 
have little meaning; they do not speak to 
you in the still small voice. Always you 
are searching for that inner voice of 
people or of things that will speak to you 
directly in a secret language known to 
yourselves alone. Killarney and Loch 
Lomond, Lodore and Coomakista cannot 
speak that language, and how should you 
expect it? All their lives they have been 
shouting, brilliant, articulate, sought of 
many. Thus it was that, as I wandered 
up the road that leads to Coomakista, my 
thoughts were moving inward, remember- 
ing other days and other modes of living. 
I was thinking of the Master’s word to 
writers.. 


NORAH AND THE PUBLICAN. 


““ Use your spirit eyes, man,” he would 
say, ‘‘and then write without palaver or 
analysis. Don’t let your accursed self get 
hold of the stuff and twist in its own 
interpretation; for your self is the 
creature of a day, but your spirit eye may 
reflect eternity. You must relax and 
forget, stand upright, unresisting, lest 
the little winds of heaven blowing through 
you may bring a message. - Rock and 
mountain, wave and flower, wing of a 
bird or ripple of any stream may speak 
to you from their own heart, and they 
hold secrets deep as those of a human 
life.” 

I looked up. A few more bends and I 
would be at the top of the pass. A woman 
passed me, barefooted, black shawl over 
head and shoulders. Her face was old 
and tired, but very beautiful. She 
carried on her back a box covered with 
sacking, fixed across her chest by a strip 
of sacking. She stooped a little with the 
weight of it and I could hear the chickens 
squeaking in the box. Had she, like old 
Norah, been tramping barefoot all her 
days, I wondered. Old Norah had been 
begging from a child. When she died a 
rich publican died also and there was to 
be a double funeral. Everyone knows that 
the last soul buried has to draw water for 
the other graves. -‘‘ Poor old soul,” said 
Norah’s friends, “ and she tramping the 
roads all her life. She shall have a rest 
now.” So they raced the other procession 
and got old Norah in before the publican. 

With these thoughts I had beguiled the 
upward road to Coomakista, and now the 
sun had parted those grey clouds. On 
turning that corner at the summit you see 
islets far below you dotted over Kenmare 
inlet, and shining little coves of strand, 
and sea coloured like an opal. You stand 
there in silence, wondering if you are once 
again in Honolulu.

Geographical Conundrums. 


I heard an interesting conversation the 
other day on some _ curiosities of 
geography. One question was asked, to 
which surprising answers were received: 
How many Irish counties have territory 
within the latitude of London? Another 
question was: How far south of Dublin 
must a man travel in order to be in the 
latitude of County Tipperary? A third 
question was: How far is County Kil- 
kenny from the sea? 

When you have pondered on those ques- 
tions read the rest of this paragraph. 
The answer to the first question is, that 
only the extreme south of County Cork 
is in London's latitude. Ireland, in 
effect, 1s a more northerly country than 
commonly is realised. The answer to the 
second question is that one need go no 
further south than Bray in order to be 
level with Northern Tipperary. To the 
third question the answer is that County 
Kilkenny, of which men think as an 
inland county, actually touches the sea. 


Dublin Water Supply. 


Apropos of the account given by 
“T.A.S.” of the Dodder above Temple- 
ogue as providing Dublin. with water 
before the modern service was established, 
a friend tells me that nearly two 
centuries ago the control of this old 
Dodder supply was the means of saving 
a nobleman’s life. On September 25th, 
1738, a man died from wounds inflicted in 
a stabbing affray at Palmerston, and Lord 
Santry was arrested and accused of his 
murder. On this charge Lord Santry was 
formally tried by his peers and convicted. 
The intervention of his lordship’s cousin, 
Mr. Compton Domvile, prevented the 
execution from taking place. The conduit 
of the old city watercourse ran through Mr. 
Domville’s estate between Templeogue and 
the Earl of Meath’s Liberty and the city, 
and Mr. Domvile promptly threatened to 
cut off the supply. In consequence of this 
Lord Santry was pardoned by the Viceroy 
of the time, but his title was forfeited, 
and his estates passed to another branch 
of the family. ater an effort was made, 
but unsuccessfully, to have the title con- 
ferred on the owner of Santry Court, but 
the Viceroy, the Duke of Richmond, was 
opposed to this. 

The Domvile control of the Dodder 
supply often amused the Dublin populace, 
but it sometimes seriously inconvenienced 
the wealthier citizens. It was only houses 
in the better streets that were laid on to 
the old water-course, and most of the 
poorer streets and houses had to procure 
their water from fountains. When 
quarrels developed between the Govern- 
ment and the Domvile at the _ time, 
Domvile dammed up or turned off the 
supply, and on one occasion the Lord 
Lieutenant had to send out detachments of 
horse and foot, and forcibly wrest control 
of the water from the Domvile retainers.

The reconstructed General Post Office 
is now, apparently, one of the “star” 
sights of Dublin.

But inside many 
individuals walk their way round the 
counters admiring the spaciousness, height 
and convenience of the salon. There has 
been criticism. The blue curtains, for 
example.

But the 
clocks are the real joy. First the big one 
in the centre of the hall, as dainty and 
dignified as one could wish, is a 
continual source of delighted appreciation, 
and I have seen several people admire it 
and go off at once to purchase memento 
stamps. Outside, over every collecting 
box, a smaller, unornate timepiece warns 
the poster of the fleeting moments. A 
gesture of efficiency? Perhaps. But 
those clocks please me with a sense not so 
much of efficiency as of largesse. A 
visitor to the city for the first time, 
writing home to his friends, would post his 
letter with a feeling that he was in a 
country really open-handed and hospi- 
table. 


A Ministering Angel. 


Mention in the “Diary” of Sir William 
Wilde and his highly-gifted wife, writes 
a correspondent, reminds me of a story I 
heard from my master at school, who knew 
them both. About seventy years ago a 
big foreign vessel was pounded to pieces 
on the rocks near Balscadden Bay. One 
of her crew was washed ashore and taken 
to St. Michael’s Hospital, Kingstown, 
desperately injured. He wore a scapular 
round his neck, and a priest was brought 
to hear his confession. 

The unfortunate man had only a few 
words of English, but he kept speaking 
earnestly in some strange language. All 
the linguistic talent available was brought 
to bear without effect. Not a word he 
uttered could be understood. Sir William 
Wilde, who was visiting physician to the 
hospital, got a sudden inspiration and 
started off to Dublin to fetch his wife. 
When she was brought to the sailor’s 
bedside, ‘‘Speranza’’ spoke to him at 
orice, and the man turned to her with a 
look of delight and answered her. 

The rest was easy. The other 
bystanders withdrew while Lady Wilde 
interpreted the dying man’s confession 
to the chaplain. The explanation lies in 
the fact that in her infancy she had spent 
some time with friends in a little village 
in Biscay, and a Basque nurse, for whom 
she had formed a great affection, accom- 
panied her home. Sir William’s surmise 
that the man was a Basque proved to be 
quite correct. This touching narrative 
was brought to my notice to illustrate the 
fact that the Basque speech stands quite 
apart from the general Indo-European 
family of tongues, and the teacher who 
told it was the late well-known Dublin 
Jesuit, Father Thomas Kelly. 


Fatuer Ketry. 


U Connell, Squire of ‘Dames. 


All his days the ladies cultivated a 
“gra” for O'Connell, which occasionally 
stood him in good stead. Called suddenly 
to Ennis, it once happened to him not to 
be able to make any special arrangements 
for changing horses at the various posts ; 
and a peculiarly bigoted gentleman, who 
had the monopoly of post horses between 
Limerick and Ennis—in those days a very 
paying monopoly directly and in bye- 
products—determined to give O'Connell as 
much trouble as possible as soon as he 
got wind of his coming.

So it came about 
that O'Connell, on his horse-seeking 
errand, was met by a messenger inviting 
him to take refreshment with the ladies.

Railway Changes. 


“ Verboten”” at the Vatican. 


The English translation of the Lateran 
Treaty is now available, and thus clarifies 
our understanding of its carefully thought- 
out terms. In addition to the more 
familiar and constructive terms already 
published, it reveals a mass of provisions 
about things which may not be done. It 
is forbidden to erect any buildings in the 
territories surrounding the Vatican State 
from which the Vatican might be over- 
looked. Existing buildings which might 
harbour prying eyes are to be demolished. 
It.is forbidden to aircraft to fly over 
Vatican territory. It is forbidden to 
collectors of taxes or recruiting. officers 
trying to enforce conscriptions, or law 
officials seeking to fill their jury boxes, to 
take any measures against citizens of the 
Vatican State, as complete exemption is 
extended to them. To most of us, 
however, admission to this happy State 
is too exclusive a matter, and we shal) 
still have to be content with the Channel 
Islands. 


Developing Crumlin. 


The decision of the Dublin City Com- 
missioners to provide a water supply to 
the Crumlin end Coolcck districts will 
undoubtedly do much to hasten the 
development of these very . convenient 
suburbs. Already Crumlin. has been 
changed. almost out of recognition during 
the past four or five years. Five years ago 
the city seemed to be barred by the canal 
bridge at. Dolphin’s Barn, but to-day what 
amounts to. a new long street, with shops 
and houses on either side, has replaced 
the vista of green fields. 

The coming of the ’bus, of course, helped 
in this development, as before Crumlin 
was placed on the 'bus map it was some- 
what inaccessible, and very inconveniently 
placed for the city worker. Now there are 
three or four different ’bus lines competing 
for the traffic, which, during the wititer 
football season, is heavy and profitable. 
The numerous sports grounds spread along 
the main road provide large numbers of 
passengers to the "buses. 

On either side of the road are building 
schemes which suggest garden-village 
development. Cn one side is the somewhat 
severe, but well-designed and tree-bordered, 
scheme under the control of the Iveagh 
Trust, where the workers from the city 
are housed ; and on the other side, almost 
opposite, is the red-roofed suggestion of 
Welwyn - or Letchworth which the 
Imperial Tobacco Company has provided 
for the large number of its workers who 
had to live in the district. With sufficient 
transport accommodation already avail- 
able, the provision of an adequate water 
supply should induce many of those who 
desire to build a house in pleasant 
surroundings t~ look alonz the road that 
leads to Drimnagh Castle and Newlands 
Golf Club.

For some time past 
the poor people have had the advice and 
help of a properly qualified veterinary 
surgeon in ministering to the needs of 
their animals. This is Mrs. Lamb, wife of 
Mr. Charles V. Lamb, A.R.H.A., whose 
Connemara paintings are so well known to 
every lover of good pictures. Mrs. Lamb 
is a daughter of Mr. Ford Madox Ford, 
the novelist, and qualified for her profes- 
sion in Dublin, where, before. her 
marriage a year or two ago, she and her 
push-bike were a familiar sight on our 
streets. 

Mr. Lamb has lived most of the year 
round at Carraroe for some time, and 
it was in a horse-drawn caravan that he 
and Mrs. Lamb arrived there after their 
honeymoon. In the beginning the local 
people doubted whether a woman could 
manage animals in sickness, and there is 
a story to the effect that in response to an 
old man’s’ challenge, Mrs. Lamb 
demonstrated her ability to “shoe a 
horse.” The hut in which Mr. and Mrs. 
Lamb live is now not only an artist’s 
studio, but a veterinary dispensary Mrs. 
Lamb’s skill is freely given to the owners 
of sick animals.

Berlin’s Beer. 


Last year, for the first time since the 
war, Berlin’s beer consumption exceeded 
one hundred million gallons. This figure 
represents about twenty-four gallons per 
head of the population, and when children, 
teetotallers, and those women who continue 
to eschew intoxicants are deducted, the 
quota of the average Berliner reaches 
rather formidable proportions. -— Beer- 
drinking has increased during the last 
three years by more than eleven 
million gallons in the German capital. 
The Berlin Press attributes this remark- 
able fact to the increasiny popularity of 
Germany as a tourist resort. Young 
Germans, it declares, 1.0 longer drink beer 
after the manner of their forbears. Gone 
are the days of the Kneipe, when a 
student was not counted among the elect 
unless he could polish off his fifteen or 
twenty pints of Helles or Dunkeles with- 
out the turning of a hair. In pre-war 
days Berlin dramk its beer with zest. but 
hardly could compare with other cities. 
such as Munich, where a reputation for 
hard drinking was maintained by genera- 
tion after generation of lusty young men. 
Since the war, however, much of the 
ancient glory has departed from these 
cities. The Hofbriiu and the Francis. 
kanerbriu have ceased tu echo with the 
raucous songs of careless youth; and in 
Munich, as in Berlin, the foreigner 
occupies the seat of honour in the Bier- 
keller, Germany, perhaps, is not less 
thirsty than she was fifteen years ago; but 
she has less money, and the price ‘a Nuair 
has soared beyond the reach of millions. 
Berlin, with its cosmopolitan population, 
may continue to increase its consumption 
of the national beverage, and its beer 
gardens may continue to swarm with eager 


drinkers. The real Germany, however, the 
‘former land of song, of story and of 
laughter, has become almost distressing] y 
sober. Germans are working, not drink.

Good humour, forbear- 
ance, a strict regard for decency and 
order—these are some of the things that 
are engendered by the royal and ancient 
game; and in whom could they be more 
fitting than in a policeman?  UIster’s 
example might be followed with profit hy 
other countries. In these islands we are 
fortunate in our police; but in many 
continental Jands the guardians of the 
law are inclined to be extremely arrogant 
and to treat the long-suffering public in 
the most cavalier fashion.

MR. BALDWIN’S SERIES 
OF QUESTIONS, 


AN EFFORT TO DISPEL THE 
MISTS. 


On the motion for the adjournment of 
the Honse, 

Myr. Baldwin rose, amid cheers, to raise 
the question of the resignation by Lord 
Llovd of the office of High Commissioner 
of Egypt. Lady Lloyd occupied a seat in 
the Speaker’s Gallery, but Lord Lloyd 
was not present during the debate. Many 
peers were present in their gallery, among 
them being Lord Irwin, Governor-General 
of India. 

“I hope.” said Mr. Baldwin, “ that 
the Foreign Secretary will be able to 
dispel the mists which closed around this 
subject twenty-four hours ago, mists 
which have only thickened into fog as a 
result of the debate in another place.’’ 
(Cheers. ) 

He recalled the declaration of British 
policy in regard to Egypt of 1922, a de- 
claration which had operated through 
successive Governments down to the pre- 
sent time. British Governments had en- 
deavoured to interpret the declaration in 
a liberal spirit, and efforts had been 
made to effect a settlement of difficult 
outstanding questions as between the two 
countries. 


NEGOTIATIONS OF 1927. 

In the autumn of 1927 a settlement 
was very nearly effected, a treaty being 
negotiated between the Egyptian and the 
British Governments. The treaty, how- 
ever, was not completed, and the declara- 
tion of 1922 remained. There could be 
little doubt that the treaty failed because 
oí the part played by extremists in Egypt, 
who had hopes that under some other 
Government they might get better terms. 
(\limisterial cheers. ) 

Throughout the past four or five years 
Lord Lloyd has been High Commissioner 
in Egypt and the servant of the British 
Government in that country. “H is,” 
gaid Mr. Baldwin, “ one of the most difh- 
cult positions to which an Englishman 
could be sent. He played his part in 
endeavouring to secure, under the direc- 
tions of the late Government, a liberal 
settlement of our difficulties. 


A GOOD TYPE.

M. Poincaré this evening informed his 
colleagues in the Cabinet that he had to 
undergo an operation which would involve 
a cessation of activity: for two or three 
months, and that he had decided to hand 
his resignation to the President of the 
Republic, 

Deeply moved by this news, the Minis- 
terial Council, which met at ten o clock 
at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, decided 
to charge M. Louis Barthou and M. 
Briand to wait on the Prime*Minister to 
express the affectionate sympathy of his 
colleagues, and to urge him, while taking 
the rest required for his recovery, to 
remain at the head of the Government. 

M. Barthou and M. Briand will to- 
morrow morning proceed to M, Poincaré’s 
residence to discharge this duty. 

The Ministerial Council, which was to 
meet at the Elysée at 9.30 to-morrow 
morning, will in consequence be postponed 
to 10.30. 

M. Poincaré is since reported to have 
tendered his resignation to President 
Doumergue. 

On the news becoming known in the 
Tobbies of the Senate there was great ex- 
citement, and regret .was unanimously 
expressed by his colleagues that the Prime 
Minister should be compelled to resign. 


CONDITION NOT GRAVE, 
PARIS, Friday. 

[It is stated on the highest authority 
that M. Poincaré’s condition presents no 
gravity. The news that he might have to 
undergo a surgical operation naturally 
gives rise to, alarmist rumours. Two 
eminent surgeons, Proljessors Gosset and 
Marion, are going to examine M. Poincaré 
thoroughly on ‘Tuesday, and they will 
then decide whether an operation is 
necessary. The Premier has been laid up 
since July 17th, and was then said to be 
suffering: from intestinal trouble, due to 
overwork. Rest was prescribed, but he 
has been able daily to receive a few 
visitors, including M. Briand and M. 
Tardieu. 

M. Poincaré has always been bent on 
attending the International Conilerence 1n 
person, and that is still his desire. The 
decision, however, will rest with his 
medical advisers M. Poincaré will be 
seventy years of age next month. 

It is pointed out that as he is shortly 
to enter a nursing home to undergo a 
serious operation, he does not wish, in the 
present state of foreign affairs, to remain 
in office. 


A POSSIBLE SUCCESSOR. 

It is generally thought that President 
Doumergue will summon M. Briand, the 
Foreign Minister, and ask him to accept 
the task of forming a new Government. 
It is added that in all probability the new 
Government would immediately summon 
Parliament. 

M. Raymond Poincaré was President of 
the French Republic from 1913 to 1920, 
including the period of the Great War 
He was Premier from 1911 to 1913, and 
again from 1922 to 1924. His present

PRESIDENTS DRIVEN TO 


DICTATORSHIP. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 

Ex-President Calvin Coolidge intimates 
in an article in the August issue of the 
“American Magazine’ that fanatical 
minority organisations, with powerful 
machinery for the intimidation of Con- 
gressmen, are gradually driving the Presi- 
dents of the United States to virtual 
dictatorship. 

He writes that, fearful of the conse- 
quence of displeasing these highly- 
organised groups, Congressmen often 
reÍuse to take a stand, even upon party 
platiorm issues, and. the President is 
forced to assume an entire responsibility. 
The result, he claims, is the weakening 
of the power of political parties arid the 
loss of confidence in Congress and the 
corresponding growth of Presidential 
ower. 

The President is not only head of the 
Government, but head of the party, and 
when Congressmen are forced to deviate 
from party platform: issues the political 
system of the country suffers. 

However, the President’s growing réle 
of champion of the people is not 
dangerous, he contends, but is the result 
of the Chief Executive being held solely 
responsible for his own acts, while in 
Congress, where responsibility is divided, 
there is much greater danger of arbitrary 
action. | 

“ It has, therefore, become increasingly 
imperative that. the President should 
resist any encroachment upon his con- 
stitutional powers,’” he concludes.

“is long overdue, and should be 
enacted without delay.” 


The report recommends speed limits for 
various classes of motor vehicle, and 
says that the penalties for dangerous 
driving should be considerably in- 
creased. 


A new definition of the offence of being 
drunk while in charge of a car should 
be adopted, and should be made 
applicable in the case of a driver of 
any vehicle. 


ROAD ACCIDENTS. 


-“ 


STATISTICS TO BE 
COMPILED. 


The Commission asks that the Minister 
of Transport should compile comprehensive 
statistics of the cause of all road accidents, 
The Minister should be empowered to 
order an inquiry into the cause of any 
accident in which a motor vehicle is in- 
volved, but such inquiry should be obli- 
gatory in the case of any accident to a 
public service vehicle in which the death 
of a passenger is involved. 

There should be no general or special 
speed limits for motor cars or motor 
cycles, provided all wheels are fitted with 
pneumatic tyres. 

With regard to speed limits for 
mechanically propelled vehicles other than 
motor cars and motor cycles, certain altera- 
tions should be made in the present law. 
Motor omnibuses and coaches, if all wheels 
are fitted with pneumatic tyres, should be 
permitted a maximum speed limit of 35 
miles per: hour; goods vehicles, if not 
exceeding 24 tons unladen weight, and if 
all wheels are fitted with pneumatic tyres, 
should be allowed a maximum speed limit 
of 50 miles per hour. 

Certain other alterations are recom- 
mended in the case of vehicles falling 
within other categories. and it is urged 
that these speed limits should be rigorously 
enforced. : 


PENALTIES FOR DANGEROUS 
DRIVING. 

The penalties for dangerous driving 
should be considerably increased. Fines 
should be raised to a maximum of £50 in 
the case of a. first offence, and £100 in the 
case of a second, or subsequent, offence, 
with imprisonment as an alternative in 
either case. Upon a second, or subsequent. 
conviction the licence should be automatic- 
ally suspended for a period of not less 
than six months. 

In addition to penalties for dangerous 
driving, there should be : penalty for a 
minor offence of dangerous character, 
which could be enforced. This offence 


.might be called “ failing to observe a road 


sign.”” Any person guilty of the offence 
should be liable to a fine not exceeding 
£20, or, in the case of a second, or subse- 
quent, conviction, to a fine not exceeding 
£50, or to a term of imprisonment not 
exceeding three months. 

Any person organising, or taking part 
in, or conniving at motor racing or speed 
trials on a public road should be guilty 
of an indictable offence, punishable by 
imprisonment without the option of a 
fine, and by disqualification for holding 
or obtaining a driver's licence. 


OFFENCE OF DRUNKENNESS. 

A new definition of the offence of being 
drunk while in charge of a car should be 
adopted, and should be made applicable 
in the case of the driver of any vehicle. 

Prosecutions for dangerous driving and 
other offences should be invalid unless 
notice of prosecution has been given to 
the offender within a reasonable period of 
the commission of the alleged offence. 

Every applicant for a driving licence 
should be required to make a declaration 
as to his physical fitness to drive. Severe 
penalties should be imposed for a false 
declaration. 

The Minister should be given power to 
make regulations regarding nillion-riding 
on motor cycles. 

The provision of the law relating to 
lights on vehicles should be enforced with 
greater strictness than is often the case 
at present. Persons driving animals on 
the road after dark should be compelled 
to carry a light. To prevent dazzle, all 
cars carrying headlights should be fitted 
with apparatus for dipping or swivelling 
thém. Failure to use these devices should 
be an offence. 


THIRD-PARTY RISK INSURANCE. 


The case for compulsory third-party risk 
insurance is so strong that an attempt 
must be made to deal with it. 

““We cannot sufficiently emphasise the 
urgency of the questions involved in this 
report, says the Commission. ‘‘ Legis- 
lation is greatly overdue. The present 
statute law on the subject, passed many 
years ago, when motor traffic was in its 
infancy, is obsolete, and many of its 
provisions are generally disregarded.”’ 

With regard. to motor ‘buses and 
coaches, the Commission recall that~ in 
October last the Minister raised the speed- 
limit for heavy motor cars fitted with 
pneumatic tyres from 12 to 20 miles an 
hour. 

“But,” they observe, “both before. and 
since his action in so doing, many operat- 
ing companies have issued tables, some- 
times with the approval of the licensing 
authority, under which their vehicles are 
scheduled to travel at greater speeds than 
this. 

‘Such flagrant and universal. breaches 
of the law tend to bring the whole law oí 
the country into contempt.”’ 

Last vear 6,127 persons were killed and 
164,487 were injured in Great Britain by 
accidents in which mechanical transport 
was involved. 

The Commission says that ‘' ‘ Road 
hogs,’ as they have been quite properly 
called, have not been dealé with severely 
‘enough under the existing law, partly 
owing t the state of the law, and partly 
because benches of magistrates are often 
too lenient. Since in many cases the 
offenders are persons of means, fines are 
of little use as a deterrent... The only 
effective remedies are suspension of 
licences for long periods, or imprisonment, 
or both.” i

MALTA AND THE 
VATICAN, 


CONFIDENCE IN. THE 
GOVERNMENT. 


LANGUAGE PROBLEM.

MALTA, Friday. 

The resolution proposed in ‘the Legisla 
tive Assembly by the Jeader of the 
Parliamentary Labour Party last night. 
expressing full confidencé in the Maltese 
Government in connection with the dispute 
with the Vatican, was carried after a 
lively debate by seventeen votes to twelve. 

The leader of the party, in proposing 
the resolution. referred to an interview 
which had taken place between the J.abour 
Executive and the Apostolic Delegate, 
Monsignor Pascal Robinson. 

Monsignor Robinson assured the Labour 
representatives, he said, that there were 
no anti-clerical or anti-religious parties in 
Malta. Labour parties, however, he had 
admitted, were generally painted in dark 
colours, often without any justification. 

The result of the division was greeted 
with prolonged Ministerial cheers. 


THE POLITICAL CRISIS. 

The second joint sitting of the two 
Chambers since the curtailment of the 
powers of the Senate, which was convened 
by. proclamation, commenced this after- 
noon, in the absence of all members of the 
Opposition of both the Senate and the 
Legislative Assembly. 

The action of the Nationalist Senators 
in adopting obstructionist methods, hold- 
ing up all bills, altering their form, and 
refusing to consider them in their final 
form, as approved by the Legislative 
Assembly, hastened the convening of the 
joint sitting, which will have to consider 
various important matters of legislation. 

These will include a bill providing for 
the use of the Maltese language in courts 
of law, and also in legal Acts. The Rent 
Restrictions Bill is another important 
measure which is to come up for dis- 
cussion. 

At present Italian and English are the 
official languages. It has long been a 
complaint of the Maltese that, although 
only a small percentage of the population 
is Italian speaking, the native language 
of the island should be excluded from 
official use. 

Tremendous cheering shook the House 
when the Legislative Assembly to-day 
passed the first two bills empowering the 
use of the Maltese language in the Law 
Courts and legalising the use of Maltese 
in Notarial Acts, against which the 
Nationalists had put up a very stubborn 
fight for generations. All the members 
rose and cheered wildly, waving their 
Order Papers, and the spectators in the 
Strangers’ Gallery joined heartily in the 
demonstration. 


EARTHQUAKE IN 
ECUADOR. 


SIXTY PERSONS KILLED.

AMERICAN ‘TEAM FOR 
HORSE SHOW, 


“SCHOOLING” IN MCKEE 
BARRACKS GROUNDS. 


Captain W. B. Bradford and Lieutenant 
E. F, Thomson, members of the United 
States team to compete at the Dublin 
Horse Show, arrived in Dublin yesterday, 
and joined their colleagues, Major H. D. 
Chamberlain and Lieutenant E. Y. Argo, 
at the Royal Hibernian Hotel. 

During the day all four visited the 
stables at Ballsbridge, where they found 
that their animals were recovering from 
the effects of the sea voyage. 

It is understood that the team has been 
granted permission to use the National 
Army training ground at McKee Barracks 
for the training of their mounts, and 
practice will commence on Monday, Here 
the horses will be “schooled ” in the 
taking of the double bank jumps which 
were regarded as an obstacle to the suc- 
cess of the American team. 

The team representing. Belgium is 
expected to arrive in Dublin to-day, and 
in all probability the training ground at 
McKee Barracks will be placed at their 
disposal for the -exercising - of - their 
animals.

The Times of to-day in a leading article 
on- “The Problem of Egypt” says :—The 
personal side of the question was raised with 
admirable generosity by Lord Reading in the 
House of Lords on Thursday. It has its 
place in the argument; for Lord Lloyd has 
rendered very conspicuous service to the 
Empire in positions of danger and of great 
difficulty, and no Government can take the 
step which Mr. Henderson took in his tele- 
gram of July Srd without risking a certain 
loss of confidence and courage in British 
officials scattered over the world. They can- 
not all know all the details of a very com- 
plicated situation. The broad impression that 
presents itself to them is that the man “ on 
the sport” has been sacrificed, and that 
serious consequences have sometimes followed 
from similar incidenis in the past. A wiser 
statesmanship would. at least have avoided 
this open breach. 

But the personal aspect, as nearly every 
speaker in the House of Commons recognised, 
is incomparably Jess important than the main 
question of Anglo-Egyptian relations, which 
has inevitably been raised by the events ol 
the last few days, and can hardly be the 
better for them. Mr. Baldwin succeeded, at 
all events, .yesterday in eliciting. from the 


Government certain definite statements which 
are reassuring up -fo a point. All this is 
satisfactory, so far as it goes. No one who 
recognises the essentially temporary character 
of the present suspension of Constitutional 
Government in Egypt will have any wish to 
hamper Mr. Macdonald and Mr. Henderson 
in their search for a settlement, which will 
not only be permanent in itself, but com 
patible with the permanent concern of the 
British Empire with the great Egyptian water- 
way. The point is, that the dangers involved 
are sO momentous that here, if anywhere, the 
House of Commons is justified. in unceasing 
vigilance.. 

‘No British Government,” as Mr, Mac- 
donald himself said when he was Prime 
Minister five years ago, “can divest itself 
wholly, even in favour of an Ally, of its in- 
teresu in guarding such a vital link u, British 
communication.” ‘The promise to present a 
settlement for “‘ ratification’’ by Parliament 
is not enough, for rejection at the eleventh 
hour would leave matters worse than ever. 
Whatever the Government meant precisely 
yesterday by their undertaking to *‘ submit 
their policy for the approval of the Egyptian 
people,” they will unquestionably be wise 
to seek through Parliament at some earlier 
stage than the last the informed approval 
of the people of England; and, in the mean- 
time, they will do well to remember (as Mr. 
Baldwin reminded them) that the draft 
Lreaty of 1927 was wrecked’ not in this coun- 
try, but by extremists in Egypt, and that this 
particular rock will not Be rendered any less 
formidable by yesterday s proceedings, 


OTHER PRESS COMMENTS, 

The Daily Telegraph, in a leading article 
to-day, remarks :—Mr. Henderson’s statement 
in the House of Commons yesterday upon 
Lord Lloyd’s resignation was not without 
ability as an exercise in special pleading, but 
it was totally unsatisfactory as regards the 
matter in which public opinion is most keenly 
interested, and it left other matters in a 
highly disquieting obscurity. The question 
in which all Lord Llioyd’s countrymen, even 
those who know little of the very complex 
subject of Anglo-Egyptian relations, feel 
themselves concerned is whether a most dis. 
tinguished servant of the Empire has been 
treated with the consideration and fairness 
due to him. ’ 


The Daily Chronicle to-day says :—The 
Government yesterday came out irom the 
Lord Lloyd incident with flying colours. Mr. 
Henderson had no difficulty in showing that 
the High Commissioner’s dismissal—for such 
in «effect it was—did not imply in itself any 
departure from the late Government’s policy. 
{f the advent of a Labour Ministry meant an 
orgy of dismissals among our highest officials 
overseas there would be real cause for alarm, 
but nothing of the kind is involved in Lord 
Liovd’s case.

The Daily News and Westminster 
Gazette to-day, referring to the debate on 
the Egyptian question, says:—Mr. Hender- 
son, in his clear and cool statement, revealed 
the evidence which led him to believe that 
Lord Lloyd would certainly not sympathise 
with the change proposed. The evidence 
itself is quite decisive. It reveals Lord Lioyd 
—supported in the Cabinet, it would appear, 
by Mr. Churchill—steadily opposed to every 
move made by the late Government in the 
direction of granting a larger measure of 
freedom to the Egyptian people. How on 
earth, that being so, could he be expected to 
sympathise with, and co-operate in, a much 
more decisive step in the same direction? 


The Morning Post in a leading article 
to-day observes:—Now that we have come 
back to the case of Lord Lloyd, let us here 
point out again what does not seem to be 
realised by the new Secretary of State—the 
difference’ between an Ambassador and a 
High Commissioner. An Ambassador may 
represent his point of view to his Minister, 
but has no responsibility for the policy which 
he must follow, nor does he resign on dis- 
agreement, his duty being intelligent 
obedience. A High Commissioner is on a 
different plane. It is his duty to represent 
his. views on all points of difference. When 
a policy is adopted he becomes responsible 
for it, and if he disagrees with it once it is 
adopted, it is his duty to resign. 


COMMUNISTS IN

ANTI-MILITARY ACTIVITY.

PARIS, Friday 

M. Docquin de Saint-Preux, manager of the 
Communist newspaper L'Humanite, has been 
arrested in connection with the organisation 
of an anti-military demonstration on August 
lst. To-day’s issue of the Avant-Garde, the 
organ of the Young Communist Association, 
which contained an impassioned appeal to 
the populace to revolt, was also seized by the 
police. 

The examination of the various documents 
seized during the recent searches of Com- 
munist headauarters has revealed that the 
organisatiou of the demonstration to be held 
on August Ist has been on foot since the out- 
break projected for May Day was thwarted 
by the Paris police. 

“An International Communist Congress was 
then held in Brussels to decide what steps 
should be taken to ensure that Paris should 
experience riots similar to those which 
occurred on May Day in Berlin. One of the 
arrested Communists was found to be in 
possession of instructions from Moscow as to 
how to create revolutionary centres in the 
main industries and at important junctions 
in all systems of communication. 

Yesterday all the telephone lines connecting 
the headquarters of the Garde Repulicaine 
were found to have been cut. An inquiry 
has been opened to establish whether this has 
any connection with the Communist activities.

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}MR. HOOVER'S AUTHORITY 


STATEMEN T FROM | 
“WHITE HOUSE. ©

WASHINGTON, Friday. 


_ Telegrams of: congratulation: are pouring 
into the White House from every corner of 


the United States and from all parts of the 
world strongly endorsing President Hoover's 
bold. stroke suspending the building of the 
three new cruisers, and reports received by 
the Administration indicate that the country 
as a whole approves the step. 

It would, however, be too much to expect 
that the proposal will not encounter strenuous 
opposition from the numerically small, but 
vocally and politically omm Big Vavy 
group. Mr. Britten, Chairman cf the House 
of Representatives’ Naval Affairs Committee, 
and a protagonist of the Big Navy school, 
has already given expression to his opinion 
on the matter. Mr. McNutt, Chairman of 
the American Legion, has also issued his pro- 
test against any action on the part of the 
President which might prevent the United 
States regaining paval parity with Great 
britain. 

STRUGGLE ANTICIPATED. 

It is anticipated that there will be a hard 
and bitter struggle when Congress meets in 
December. Mr. Hoover. who loves a fight of 
this kind, is in no whit concerned. It is 
thought that he must have known, before he 
took the step, what he had to expect from 
the Navy super-patriots in the Senate. The 
War Department is also very much in arms 
over the Army “‘ cut” foreshadowed by this 
Administration. 

Mr. Hoover, however, is Sure of his ground, 
and, with the great mass of the American 
people behind him, is nothing daunted by the 
prospect. of facing the united opposition of 
senators and legislators of all kinds, and of 
Admirals and Generals, both active and re- 
tired. 

AUTHORITY FOR ACTION. 

One of the first things the Big Navyites 
did in their Press campaign was to circulate 
a story that the Fresident was acting ulfra 
vires in suspending the construction of the 
three cruisers. This manceuvre was countéred 
to-day by the White House, which issued a 
statement showing that, under the terms of 
the Act, which was passed last year, pro- 
viding for the construction of fifteen cruisers, 
the President was empowered to hold up con- 
struction of any of the vessels authorised by 
that measure until June 30, 1931. The par- 
ticular section of the bill which Mr. Hoover 
takes as authority for his action contains the 
following proviso, after stipulating that five 
cruisers shall be laid down in each of the 
fiscal years 1929, 1930 and 1931 :—‘* Provided 
that if the construction of any vessel herein 
authorised to be undertaken in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1929, or 1930, is not 
undertaken in the next succeeding fiscal 
year.”’ 

ANGLO-AMERICAN AGREEMENT. 

The President took advantage of this 
section, officials point out, because he was 
determined to meet England half-way at, 
least. What the President. is aiming at, 
officials say, 1s an Anglo-American agreement 
which will equalise cruiser strength especially, 
or combined cruiser and destroyer strength. 
News has just come from Portland, Maine, 
however, that Mr. Hale, Chairman of the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee, declares Mr. 
Hoover to be entirely in error in his interpre- 
tation. The particular clause mentioned in 
the statement issued by the White House this 
morning, which is given as the President's 
authority to suspend construction, refers to 
‘the starting of the ships within the year 
specified, and not to any delay in their con- 
struction théreafter.”” That is Mr. Hale’s 
contention. He adds that the clause was put 
in the bill to insure that if, through any mis- 
chance, it were found impossible to start the 
ships within the time specified in the bill, 
authorisation should lapse, therehy defeating 
the purpose of Congress to build the full 
number cf fifteen cruisers.

“ So far as this debate has proceeded, I 
think most of us who are impartial in this 
matter must feel that the Government could 
not have that assurance m~this~ particular 
case, and, unless what has been said ig con- 
troverted in the later coprse of the debate, I 
think this is the general conclusion to 
which the House and the country will come.”

He maintained that representatives of the 
Crown in other countries had the duty rest- 
ing on them of putting forward, fully and 
fearlessly, their views on the subjects with 
which they were concerned.’ “* You do ot 
want puppets who will sing the tunes to 
which you have been habituated, and«whrich

The late Government had not the slightest 
ground for complaint as to the loyalty and 
fidelity with which Lord Lloyd pérformed bis 
duties.

In the British House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Lloyd George raised the subject of 
the Young. report on reparations, and 
earnestiy pressed the Chancellor of | the 
Exchequer to use his authority in secarin 
substantial modifications in the scheme adop 
by the oung experts. He did not object to 
the reduction in the German payments, but 
the whole of the sacrifices were being made 
practically at the British expense. The 
arrangement by which France was to receive 
two-and-a-half times as much from repara- 
tions as Britain was extremely generous, He 
could not see on what ail the nation 
should be now called upon to assent to a de- 
crease in itseshare by two million pounds a 
ear, and he did not think that any British 
nil áriin ought, to place its signature to 
the report. 

“Tt is not,” he said, ‘‘ merely a set-back : 
it is a humiliation. I cannot trust myself 
to speak of the way in which we have 
been treated.’ 

MR. SNOWDEN'S REPLY. 

Mr. Snowden, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
said the Government was not in any way 
committed to the acceptance of the recom- 
mendations of the Young Committee. He was 
not aware that up to the present any of 
the creditor Governments affected by the 
report had accepted it, but the German 
Foreign Minister had said that his Govern- 
ment accepted it as the basis of a compromise. 

Mr. Snowden dealt with the various aspects 
of the Young Report, and added: “' We realise 
the seriousness of this question for an ex- 
porting country like our own, and Í can 
assure Mr. Lloyd George that what he has 
said will not be lost sight of in the delibera- 
tions of. the Committee, and that anything 
we can do to ease the position will certainly 
be done. The British Government will raise 
no protest against, but will accept the scheme 
of annuities. With regard to the question of 
distribution, it is difficult to choose one’s 
words, but I might, base get out of my 
difficulty by saying that I am in agreement 
with what Mr. Lloyd George says. (Laughter.) 
Unless we are compelled to do so we could 
not agree to accept the proposals with regard 
to deliveries in kind which are embodied in 
the report, 

NO FURTHER SACRIFICE. 

“The proposals do constitute a new demand 
for further sacrifice from this country, and 
from the point of view of our national 
finances our position is sufficiently serious. 
Therefore, we should maintain such rights as 
we have. Of course we are starting now a 
long way from the beginning. The mischief

“I am expressing my own views and, I be- 
lieve, the view of the Government, when I say 
that the limit of the concessions by this coun- 
try has been reached. I realise what a diffi- 
cult task I shall have in the approaching 
Conference.

SENATE RATIFIES 
AGREEMENTS. 


From Reuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

The Senate has ratified the Washington 
Debt agreement by 242 votes to 50, and the 
London Debt agreement practically unani- 
mously by a show of hands. Under the agree- 
ments France is to pay the United States 
£805,000,000, and to Great Britain 
£500,000.000 in yearly instalments. The pay- 
ments will extend over a long period of years. 

In his speech before the division, M. 
Briand, the Foreign Minister, referring to the 
coming International Conference, said that it 
would net be an easy matter. ‘‘I shall,” he 
added, ‘‘endeavour to obtain the organisa- 
tion of the Young plan—the reparations plan, 
drawn up by the Paris Experts’ Conference, 
and to make possible the mobilisation of the 
bonds. This system will be completed by a 
Commission of Verification and Control for 
the Rhineland. We must then apply our- 
selves to achieving the definite organisation 
of peace in Europe. 


POSTPONEMENT OF PAYMENTS. 

After passing the ratification measures, the 
Senate unanimously adopted the Finance 
Committee’s motion, stipulating that in the 
event of Germany suspending, or appreciably 
reducing, her payments, the French Govern- 
ment could ask for a three years’ postpone-' 
ment of all or part of her payments, accord- 
ing to Clausé 2.of the Washington Agree- 
ment and Clause 4 of the London Agreement, 
completed by the letters exchanged between 
M. Caillaux and Mr. Churchill. 

[NOTE.—The Chamber having already 
ratified the agreements, though in the case 
of the settlement with tha United States by 
a majority of eight votes only, the French 
Government can now proceed to exchange 
the instruments of ratification. A som of 
£80,000,000 falls due to Washington on 
August 1 as payment for the War Stocks 
taken over after the war by France, unless 
the agreement concerning the whole debt is 
by then ratified, so that this conelusion oi 
the long-drawn-out controversy only six days 
before that date, comes none too soon. |
